“It looks to me as if we were tr;- 
ing to keep Canadian people from do- 
ing business with us,” said Mr. Wake- 
field.

On the other 
hand he pointed out that the ready 
acceptance of American money in 
Canada was doing much to please 
tourists from the United States and 
draw them back. 

Mr. Wakefield states that the crops 
in southeastern Montana are splen- 
did. He owns a large dry farm and 
three irrigated farms. One field of 
Karmount winter wheat in the For- 
syth district this year threshed 55% 
bushels per acre on p95 acres. The 
corn crop is also splendid. Summer- 
fallow, corn, wheat is a splendid rota- 
tion on dry land there, he says, and 
he believes it could be tried with good 
results in southern Alberta. “We 
need better farming methods in both 
Montana and Alberta,” said Mr. 
Wakefield, “but I believe we are com- 
ing to them. Corn will help a lot. We 
are also having splendid results with 
sweet clover as a pasture crop and 
one which will build up the land.”

VAST RICHES MAY AWAIT 
ENTERPRISING EXCAVATORS 


Paris, Sept. 22.—The wonders of 
Tutankhamen’s tomb may pale into 
insignificance next year when three 
other tombs, at least 1,000 years 
older, are uncovered by a group of 
experts who are already being organ- 
ized by the Egyptian government, 

Knowledge of the existence of the 
mysterious tombs was obtained from 
an inscription on the tomb of Tut- 
ankhamen opened by the late Lord 
Carnarvon and Mr. Howard Carter. 

This inscription, which has been 
kept secret, was submitted by a 
native official to the Egyptian ex- 
perts, and when deciphered provided 
a sensational clue, which has also 
been jealously guarded. 

The inscription told of three other 
tombs of earlier rulers on the out- 
skirts of the Valley of Kings and 
within five miles of the site of Tut- 
ankhamen’s last resting-place. The 
rulers buried there were of one of 
the richest provinces, and Egyptian 
officials are convinced’ that, if the 
tombs are found, incalculable wealth 
both material and historical, will be 
unearthed. 

Interest in the new discovery is 
enhanced by the fact that the three 
tombs must have been constructed at 
a time when gold and ivory, instead 
of polished woods, were the chief ma- 
terials used in royal furniture and 
decorations. 

News of the secret clue is brought 
to Paris from Cairo by Mr. Harold L. 
Kelsey, a noted Chicago banker, whe 
intends to give full details to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, with a view to the 
possibility of a university research 
expendition to the scene.

Philadelphia, Sept. 22.—Men in the 
prime of life now will have a chance 


to live 1,000 years, according to Prof. 


Fritz Haber, eminent German scien- 


Prof. Haber, who is director of the 
Prussian Academy of Physical and 
Chemical Science, in an interview, 
expressed his positive opinion that 
the next great scientific achieve- 
ment would produce such a result. 

He declared that science would 
bring forth discoveries that would 
produce a race of supermen, who may 
expect to live-as long as 1,000 years, 
through elimination of the causes of 
natural death. 

Pointing his finger at the  inter- 
viewer who is under 20, he exclaimed, 
“You will see it.” 

Hardly less impressive, from the 
strictly scientific view was another 
opinion of Doctor Haber’s that 
science will never be able to create 
life itself. 

He is confident, however, that the 
achievement of prolonging life from 
the present expectation of “three 
score years and ten,” to ten centuries 
will be accomplished by _ scientists 
now laboring over their research. 
Insulin, the epochal discovery which 
is at last helping the medical pro- 
fession to fight diabetes, has been the 
first step, Haber said, and is the 
concrete example that the principle
